BOOZE AT SAN FRANCISCO 


The one thing that stands out promi­ 
nently in the movement against vice 
at San Francisco, is that the liquor 
traffic Is at the bottom of it all. Banish 
the wine from the so-called French 
restaurants, the stronger 
intoxicants 
from the lower dives, and those insti­ 
tutions would be forced out of busi­ 
ness. 
For example, a place known as the 
Casino, caught violating the law. stood 
to lose its license until the San Fran 
cisco police commission gave it an­ 
other 
chance. 
President 
Theodore 
Roche of the San Francisco Board of 
Police Commissioners, in speaking of 
the Casino incident, is quoted in tile 
San Francisco papers as saying: 
"But,” said Roche, “if the Casino 
shall again be convicted of an offense 
against the liquor-selling 
laws, 
the 
license of the place will be revoked. 
"It is not fair to the board to say 
that it is not honestly striving to ef 
fectuate the moral reforms that have 
been promised. We have set out upon 
a policy of progressive reform, and we 
do not intend to turn back; but we 
want to avoid revolutionary action 
because we feel that that would do 
more harm than good. 
Many of the 
evils which we have recognized, and 
which we intend 
to 
correct, 
have 
grown to be an integral part or the lire 
of the city. 
We deem it wiser and 
safer gradually 
to 
eliminate 
these 
evils than to uproot them. 
It would 
he possible to overthrow 
all 
tlmse 
things at one stroke, but if that were 
done the people themselves would be 
offended. 
"In the case of the Casino, tile order 
of the board was that the place of 
business should lie wholly closed at 2 
a. rn. 
The enforcement of that order 
as t!ie hoard views it, will pretty near­ 
ly have the effect of a revocation ot 
the liquor license, because much of 
the business of the Casino lins been 
bad after 2 a. rn. 
Under the order of 
the board the Casino cannot now keep 
its restaurant open after 2 a. rn., nor 
conduct any other business under its 
liquor license." 


PUBLIC PAPER PRICE 


Among the 
several 
investiga­ 
tions in progress or contemplated, 
of commodity prices, none is of 
more Interest to the average busi­ 
ness man than the one which 
just been suggested at Washing­ 
ton to cover the basic 
facte 
of 
production and distribution. 
The 
scope of the inquiry has not yet 
been fully revealed, but thus far 
it is apparent that the influence 
of advertising as 
a 
distributing 
force on both the price and qual­ 
ity of goods will have a leading 
place. 


In this connection it is of inter­ 
est not only to producers and dis­ 
tributors, but to the 
consuming 
public, to note that considerable 
preliminary 
work 
has 
already 
been dope in determining the in­ 
fluence of advertising during an 
era of high prices. 
The Association of National Ad­ 
vertisers has recently been gath­ 
ering some remarkable facte and 
figures on 
this 
subject. 
They 
•how how one after another 
of 
the big advertisers of the country 
have been able to reduce the price 
of their product or else 
to 
Im­ 
prove the quality at no increase in 
price. 
It is a significant fact that 
nationally advertised 
goods 
are 
the only products which, 
as 
a 
class, have not tended to rlqg in 
price during the past few years. 
Countless causes 
are 
working 
today to force prices up. 
Against 
all these forces one force only is 
working to keep 
prices 
down—

— ‘The idea that advertising adds 
to the price of goods.’ 
“ In the production and market­ 
ing of these goods there are two 
inevitable costs. 
One is the man­ 
ufacturing cost; the other is the 
selling cost. 
And no way has ever 
yet been found by which either of 
these costs can be eliminated. 
“Whether you buy farm prod­ 
ucts at a grocery store, or mill 
products at a dry goods store, or 
laboratory 
products 
at 
a 
drug 
store; whatever you buy at any 
store, be sure of one thing. 
The 
price Includes the selling cost. 
It 
must, else the manufacturer, the 
wholesaler, the retailer and the 
salesman could not live.

CHATEAU LAFAYETTE 
IS TRANSFORMED INTO 
YANKEE INSTITUTION

Chateau de 
Chavanlac-la-Lafayette, 
birthplace of 
General Lafayette, Washington’s fa­ 
mous aid, In the American Revolu­ 
tion, ie today like Mount Vernon, an 
American institution. 
Though located near 
Briode, 
De­ 
partment of Haute-Loire, in France, 
the chateau, after the war, will be 
available for American homage. 
During the war, according to infor­ 
mation today, the building 
will 
be 
partially used for a hospital but later 
it will doubtless be converted into a 
Franco-American memorial museum. 
H. Cleveland Coxe, former Ameri­ 
can Vice-Consul-General, in Paris was 
the originator of the plan to purchase 
General Lafayette’s birthplace.

chase from the present Marquis de 
Lafayette. 
He 
then 
communicated 
with prominent Americana who gath­ 
ered the funds. 
The chateau, a two story, white 
building, flanked by two round towers, 
is situated on the crest of a small hill 
which commands a beautiful view of 
the surronding mountains of Auver­ 
gne.

aid from the county when they did j 
not even live in the county helping 
them ; other cases of shameful neglect;

Frequently relief is given when there 
are relatives who are

Records Chaotic 
“The records of relief eases in the 
counties using this method have been 
found chaotic and incomplete. In near­ 
ly forty California counties today a 
taxpayer cannot find out how many' 
people are being supported out of pub-] future 
lie funds.

and 
unsatisfactory.

The idea of the old was 
mainly to strengthen character.

idea of the new is that in strengthen­

often opportunity. 
The New C harity 
The 
new 
charity, 
also, 
studies 
causes rather than merely attempting 
to deal with 
symptoms. 
The 
move­ 
ment in other words has been from 
almsgiving 
to 
reconstruction, 
re­ 
habilitation, 
prevention 
and 
social 
control. 
The Lady Bountiful has been 
replaced by the social engineer. Move­ 
ments to eliminate the word “charity” 
altogether are seen everywhere. 
The 
Seattle organization Is known as ‘‘The 
Council 
of 
Social 
Agencies." 
The 
Santa Ana Associated Charities 
has 
underneath its office sign the words, 
"Social Service Headquarters." 
It is a significant 
fact 
that 
the 
presidential address announced 
for 
the 1917 meeting of the National Con­ 
ference of Charities and Corrections, 
has the title, “The End of Poverty!" 
A dozen years ago this would have 
seemed altogether Utopian. Today the 
ending of poverty is the motive of all 
constructive 
philanthropy. “Charity” 
of the future will be applied sociology. 
Society will be planned. 
We will aim 
to control social forces just as we 
have learned to control the mechani­ 
cal force* of nature. 
We will grow 
humans. 
The whole drift of today 
may 
be 
summed tip in these words, 
"All 
of 
scientific social effort turned to the 
solution of all main practical 
prob­ 
lems of community welfare " 
The success of the practical work 
of the Associated Charities is not to 
be measured by the amount of money 
expended in material relief, 
but 
by 
the constructive work along the lfnes 
of the New Philanthropy.

last moment, then strike before we 
have tim e to prepare against their 
offensive. 
They m ust attem pt some­ 
thing on this front, even if it is only 
with the hope of spoiling what they 
believe to be our plans.” 
Wanted to Force Peace 
It has been reported that the kalsei 
had some* Idea of forcing peace after 
a sm ashing invasion of Russia, after 
the fall of Verdun and after the Rus­ 
sian adventure, but as Russia was not 
smashed and Verdun did not fall his 
peace move w as postponed until Bu­ 
charest was taken.

tlem ent, an offensive. in the spring, 
or even earlier, is expected. 
T hat G erm any a t the last moment 
will bring o u t,h er navy for one titan 
ic struggle for aupremacy on the sea, 
is also the opinion pf many on the 
theory .that a navy becomes obsolete 
anyway after a few years and if things 
go badly on land Germany m ight as 
well risk her fleet too. as a gam bler 
his last dollar, it being of little use 
alone.
